The court was called to order at 10:05 a. m. 
and Mr. W. H. H. Russell announced that as 
Mr. Stock had made up bis mind to refuse the 
trust of assignee, he renewed his application 
for the appointment of a reeeiver, quoting nu- 
merous authorities in support of 
his. motion, , particularly the recent case of 
Chas. A. Heinrieh against Wm. 8. Woods, in 
which the Court of Appeals held that ‘‘an 
assignee under a voluntary assignment for the 
benefit of creditors, under our statute, stands 
as the representative of the creditors in such 
a sense that he can attachthe conveyances of 
his assignors upon the ground of fraud.’’

Nearly 
every one ofthem were ofthe working class 
and looked asif the loss of a little savings 
would be a severe blow to them. 

They cast occasional glances towards the 
doors, and watched the place as so many sen- 
tinels upon the treasures within. One or two 
of the directors were also there talking to a 
few of the depositors, assuring them that ev- 
erything was all right, and if the latter 
thought there was anything wrong, 
they could come in and get what 
was duethem. Inside the bank there were 
several customers, a few of them waiting their 
turn to deposit, but the majority to withdraw 
funds. The teller was paying out and taking 
in money as usual, and in reply to a ques- 
tion a bystander answered the reporter that 
there had not been much of a ‘*‘run,’’ and 
there was not likely to be much more than 
there had been. 

MR. G. W. GARRELS, THE CASHIER, 

was found io the directors’ room, with Messrs. 
Henry Mohrman, Jolfh H. Conrades, Henry 
Meier, Adolph Moll, E. F. Rethwilm and 
John G. Kaiser, of the board of directors, 
scated around bim. When the reporter en- 
tered and stated his business, pulling 
apeneil and note-book, Mr. Garrels struck 
his forehead and turned uneasily in his chair 
as if a streak of neuralgia had run across him. 
The direetors, however, raised a loud 
laugh as if in ridiewle of the reporter’s 
mission and made the newspaper man 
feel for the time being that the chase he was 
starting out on was pretty much of a wiid- 
goose character.

There was arumor on the streets through- |

States Savings Institution would close its 
doors and transfer its business to some other 
bank. A Post-DIspaTCHu reporter called 
upon Mr. Charles Kern, the cashier of 
the institution, reference to the 
rumor, and that gentlemen gave 
it the lie direct, stating that no change or 
transfer was intended, and had not been en- 
tertained by any of the officials. The bank 
was transacting business as usual, and said 
Mr. Kern: ‘‘*‘Beyond a meeting of the direec- 
tors this afternoon—the regular monthly 
meeting—I have no news worth mentioning. ’’ 
‘Will they at this meeting decide 
as to whether the bank shall 
close out its business and make 
a transfer to some other banking institution’’’ 
questioned the reporter,and Mr. Kern replied: 
‘*Yo might as well go around to the cashiers 
of the Bank of Commerce and Boatmen’s 
Savings and ask that question. There will be 
no suspension, transfer or change inthe con- 
ducting of this bank*’’ 
As Mr. Kern was ‘very’ busy the 
Post-DISPATCH representative bowed himself 
outand within two hours the official an- 
nouncement of the transfer of the assets and 
liabilities of the United States Savings Institu- 
tion to the Mechanics’ Bank, which had been 
prepared some days, perhaps weeks ago, was 
promulgated.

KILBOURN CITY, W1S., May 30.—The more 
one rambles over our own magnificent conti- 
nent, and the more he sees of its glorious sub- 
limities and beauties, the greater must be his 
contempt for the average American tourist 
wko turns his back on scenes as transcendent- 
ly grand, varied and enchanting as ever the 
sun in all his celestial rounds looked down up- 
on, and rushes off to Europe to loaf areund 
swell-head hotels, wine-shops and millinery 
stores, and then come back and prate of ‘‘la 
belle Paree,’’ queenly ‘‘Madreed,’’ the Lake 
of Como, Mont Blanc, Rome, Venice and the 
Alps, anda hundred other things he never 
saw. He goes an ignoramus, he comes back 
anass. If hechancesto meet an intellizent 
European, the first question asked him ex- 
poses his stupidity and folly, for it is a ques- 
tion about some one of the ten thousand times 
ten thousand sublime and wondrous spots in 
his own country that he has never seen. Na- 
ture never constructed a biggercombined idiot 
and cheap humbug than the American who 
goes into bogus raptures over the lakes and 
crags of Switzerland or Italy, while he never 
saw or cared to see Niagara, the wild Yose- 
mite realm, Yeliowstone Park, or the canyons 
of the Colorado. And these marvelous dis- 
plays of omnipotent genius, taste and skill 
are scarcely more worthy of note than count- 
less others that are strewn with lavish hand 
all over our Western world. The White 
Mountains, the Catskills, the Thousand 
Islands of the St. Lawrence, the New River 
canyons and crags of West Virginia, the ro- 
mantic Linnville, Catawba and French Broad 
regions of western North Carolina, all offer a 
rich and ever changing feast to the artistic eye. 
But none of these more famous places of re- 
sort surpass, if they even rival in charms and 
attractions, the comparatively unknown 

‘*DELLS OF THE WISCONSIN,’’ 

Nowhere in America or in the world can 
more weird, wild, entrancing scenery be found 
condensed within so smalla space. A won- 
drous, witch-like tangle of cliffs, crags, cav- 
erns and cascades, of strange-shaped, tower- 
ing rocks, yawning chasms and roaring floods, 
all decked and tapestried with ferns and flow- 
ers and cataract foam, all filled with the mu- 
sic of falling waters and the winds sweeping 
through dark and labarinthine halls, far down 
beneath the sunshine and the pine trees, 
where ghosts and goblins might have danced 
and sported in the ages long ago. 

Lying, as these marvelously picturesque 
and beautiful scenes do, within eight hours’ 
run of Chicago, on the main line of the great 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Pau! Railroad, it 
is strange they have not long since taken 
rank among the world’s most famed resorts 
for lovers of nature, but it has only been four 
or five years since they began to come into no- 
tice, and they have never yet been full¥ ex- 
plored.

H. H. BENNETT 
is 2n enthusiastic artist, who taugkt himself 
photography and made with his own hands 
many of the instruments he uses. He has in- 
vented a number of remarkable improvements 
in photographic apparatus, and is rapidly 
becoming known as a master of his art. Eight 
or ten years ago he commenced exploring the 
Dells, and was so enchanted with their beau- 
ty that he determined ¢0 try and reproduce 
some of the most charming scenes. His first 


efforts were slow, tedious and unsatisfactory. 
bot he persevered, gradually improving his 
implements and his work until now he has 
2.500 negatives of as exquisite views of natur- 
al scenery as ever came from the hand of an 
American artist, and last year thousands of 
his pictures were so!d througaout the 
United States and foreign lands. Capt. 
Jobn Bell, of the jaunty little 
steamer ‘‘Dell Queen,’’ 1s the second of 
the worthy trio who have labored to benefit 
the sight-seeing world by bringing the Dells 
to its attention; and the third is W.H. Finch, 
of the Finch House, .one of the daintiest little 


hotels in all the Northwest, where the summer | 


tourist finds clean and airy rooms, snowy 
linen, delicious cookery and no mosquitoes, at 
less than half the rates usually 
charged at summer _ resorts for 


inferior accommodations. These three men, 


more than all others, have spread the fame of |

the wonders amid which they live,and,though 
they haye only recently begun their good work, 
nearly a thousand visitors were 
through the Dells last summer,and every one 
was delighted with his trip. 

Our party of four, including one lady and 
a small boy, resolved to see for ourselves the 
marvels and beauties of which vague rumors 
had reached us. We went, we saw, and we 
were overwhelmed with admiration, for be- 
hold! the half bad not been told us. Leaving 
Chicago at 9 o’clock in the evening by the 
Chicago, Milwaukee and St. Paul road, we 
skimmed along the shores of Lake Michigan, 
through Milwaukee, past Oconomowoc, 
Nashotah, Pewaukee and all the other lovely 
little places that dot the Thousand Lake 
region, and at half-past fourin the morning 
scrambled out with half-opened eves at 


KILBOURN CITY, 

a charming village of twelve hundred inhabit- 
ants, among whom but two deaths have oc- 
curred in eighteen months. The whole place 
wears a neat, fresh look; the tasteful white 
houses with green blinds, embowered in 
shrubbery and flowers, and peeping out from 
under the long-armed elms, oaks and lindens, 
forming perfect pictures of cosy c»untry 
homes, full of coolness, thrift and comfort. 
Aftera dainty breakfast at Finch’s Hotel, a 
council of war was held. The river, under a 
tremendous rise, was booming along at the 
rate of twelve miles an hour. Immense rafts 
were rushing past every few minutes and 
plunging headlong over the falls that roared 
madly just below.

stone. Far overhead is a mere rift in the 
rock through which the daylight glances in 
dim and distant.

and ‘‘*Enchanting!’’ Each reaches for the 
biggest word in bis or her vocabulary of as- 
tonishment and delight, and then feels that it 
is a pitiful failure as an attempt to express 
the emotions that overwhelm one in the pres- 
ence of such a scene. None cfus has ever 
scéh or heard or dreamt of anything more be- 
wilderingly grand and beautiful. It is fitly 
named, for it seems a place where all the 
witches, from her of ancient Endor to the ‘‘se- 
cret black and midnight hags’’ of Cawdor’s 
heaths and crags, might have concocted hell- 
bioth, pli nosed ‘‘deeds without a name’’ and 
danced in elfin revelry. Imagine Mammoth 
Cave, with all its endless caverns, chambers, 
cells and corridors, all its vast domes and 
rambling ball-ways, rent open at the top. by 
an earthquake, the nmft far overhead 
varying in width from a 
mere dim seam, through which the pale ani 
sickly hight of day creeps timidly down,among 
the shadows and the ghosts, to a chasm of 
many feet in breadth. Then fancy all the 
towering, curving, tortuous stone walls of

‘*the days of eld.’’ Here wiid maelstroms 
and whirlpools have roared and surged for 
venturies untold, and the verv whirliug cir- 
cles of their mad waters are left sculptured 
forever on these mystic chamber walls. 

We might linger delighted for hours in this 
cne of a nundred wonders of the dells, but I 
must briefly mention others. Joining Bell and 
Bennett at the river entrance to the gulch, we 
were sooninthe boat and gliding out amid 
islands and precipitous cliffs as picturesque as 
any view on Lake George. A cull at Stand 
Rock, a smooth-hewn pillar six feet in diam- 
eter at the base and four at the top, forty-five 
feet high, and standing on a cliff-like pedestal 
some sixty feet in height, the tall, finger-like 
pillar vf red and yellow stone capped by a flat 
table of rock about twenty feet square. Just 
back of it we entered Luncheon Hall, a vast 
chamber in the stony face of the precipice 
nearly a hundred feet above the surface of the 
river. A glance at the wonderful 

IIORNETS’ NEST, 
which Icoks as if a mighty whirlpool had sud- 
denly been turned into stone, and suspended 
smallend down from a projecting portico of 
rock, near the summit of the cliff. It is 
shaped like a pine cone, six feet in diameter 
at the largest part, and only about a foot at 
the point, on which it stands far enough out 
from the face of the precipice for our party to 
pass ‘‘by fours’’ behind it. But my letter ts 


growing :so long, I shall have to skip a thou- 
sand equally iuteresting objects aud mereiy 
enumerate the rest. Turning down the river, 
we sweep = Arch Cove, Honey- 
Bee Spring, Eagle Pvint, Rood’s Gien, 
of exquisite beauty, Steamboat Rock, 
in mid-river, a perfect ocean steamer 
with smokestack, Spars and wheelhouse, 250 
feet long by 100 wide and 50 high, with caves 
for cabins; Chameleon Cove,to be entered with 
ladder and lanterns, and abounding with 
many tinted mosses; Rutile Roeks, where the 
tall clifts seemto have been intended fora 
giant’s shirt-bosom, or a giantess’ scalloped 
skirt; and the Devil’s Arm-chiir,from which, 
aut an altitude of nearly 100 feet, he could take 
a leisurely survey of the most beautiful region 
he has ever bebeld since his apple-trade in 
primeval Eden. Here we halt at 
COLDWATER CANYON, 

where for half a mile all the marvels and 
beauties of Witches’ Gulch are repeated with 
athousand changes of shapes and shadows. 
Fourteen varieties of ferns are found in the 
canyon, including the rare and much-sought 
‘*fragrant fern.’’ Speckled trout swarm in 
the stream that tumbles down the glen; and 
the whole ramble ends in the Devil’s Jug, 


far | 


seventy-five feet high, perfectly juggy in 
form and evidently cut or turned by whirl- 
pool fingers in the plastic age of these vast 


Out into the river again andon pst Sliding 
Rocks, Artists’ Glen, Rattlesnake Rock, Notch 
Rock, precipitous rocky saw-teeth nearly 100 
feet bigh, where many rafts are wrecked; the 
Desil’s Eltew, and Blackhawk’s Cave, where 
the famous chieftain long hid and eluded his 
white foemen. And now, at twenty miles an 
hour, our little craft shoots wildly through 


THE NARROWS, 
where the whole half-mile-wide Wisconsin 
River is squeezed between precipitous stone 
walls intoa width of fifty-two feet. Fifty- 
two feet wide anda hundred feet deep, the 
river literally runs on edge. The velocity of 
the current is terrific, and we hold our breath 
as our tiny egg-shell of a boat flies along amid 
masses of driftwood and great flecks of yel- 
lowish foam. Through safely, and we dart by 
Eaton Grotto, a rift iu the face of the cliff 
from top to bottom, wide enough for a boat 
to enter and extending back some forty feet, 


and Skylight Cave, a still more  strik- 
ing cavity of the same _ sort, just 
at the head of the navy yard, or collection of 
immense ships of solid stone, lying bows 
outward in the mighty docks where they have 
lain for ages past all reckoning. On, on, with 
the rapid current, stopping to glance at Boat 
Cave, whjch you can enter with a boat, and, 
turning at right angles far inside of the mas- 
sive rock wall of the river, come out at an 
arched doorway below. Past the old ghost- 
haunted Dell hones, where murders have 
been done in the rude, early 
days; past Echo Cove, which repeats 
everything it hears more accurately thana 
‘gossiping man; Chimney Rock, leaning like 
Pisa’s tower, far out from the cliff behind; 
Romance Cliff, High Rock, Swallows’ Ruck, 
where thousands of them have their nests, 
Angel Rock, and our charming trip is over. 
Next day, with Bennett, Charley Snyder 
and — Jim Christy, I went over the falls 
ona raft, a wild plunge amid creaking tim- 
bers. Pr. D.

The twenty-first Saengerfest of the North 
American Saengerbund is to be held in Cin- 
cinnati, commencing on the llth of June and 
continuing for five days, closing with an open- 
air musical fete, to be given at Innwood Park, 
on Sunday, 15th of June. The festival prom- 
1ses to be the largest as well as the most art- 
istic of its kind ever held in this country. The 
growth of musical taste among all cla,ses of 
people, and particularly here in the West, has 
put the Germans on their mettle. Ten years 
ago, or even less time than that, the Germans 
were about the only people who, as a class, 
devoted themselves to choric music. 
Their societies in every city and town 
were the only ones excepting the church choirs 
where classic music was popularized and di- 
rected into concerted harmony. There have 
always been plenty of piano pounders, pleaty 
of ballad singers, plenty of aspirants for the 
opera and the minstrel hall among all classes, 
but the Germans held nearly a monopoly on 
choric singing until lately. The May music 
fests of Cincinnati and similar ones in all the 
other Western cities developed the taste 
among those who were distinctively Ameri- 
cans and while the Germans lost none of their 
former zeal, the others gained upon them in 
their devetion toit. The Sxengerfest of this 
year will be, ina friendly way, a competition 
with the May music festival of last year. 

QUARTERS FOR THE SOCIETIES, 

The noble building which was dedicated with 
the May feast of last year will be filied with 
fully as large and fine a chorus as it was on 
that oceasion, or indeed a larger one. The 
one of last year numbered 1,500 singers when 
all were in their seats, while that of the 
Saengerfest it is announced will be 1,971, or 
in round numbers 2,000. The preparations 
for taking care of this mass of musical talent 
are already well advanced. The various so- 
cieties whieh have reported up te this are as 
follows:

The 
morning of the opening day will be taken up 
with a street pageant—a procession headed by 
the Mayor and other members of the city gov- 
ernment, and participated in by local societies 
and all the visiting ones who wish to do so.

GEN. SHIELDS’ DEATH. 


—— 


Meeting of the Mexican Veterans of St. 
— To-Day—Committees Appoint- 


Quite a numberof the Mexican veterans 
who fought side by side with the late General 
James Shields in the Mexican war assembled 
at the gentlemen’s parlor of the Laclede at 
11:30 o’clock this morning for the purpose of 
taking action in reference to 
his sudden death. There were present Col. J. 
L. D. Mofrison, President of the Association; 
Major G.W.Gilson, first vice president; Gapt. 
James Spore, recording secretary; Major 
J. C. McGinniss, ex-president; Capt. A. B. 
Pearson of executive committee; Col. Thomas 
P. Hoy, Gen. D. M. Frost, Gen. F. A. Ro- 
zier of Ste. Genevieve, Capt. R. B. Beck, 
Col. Andrew J. Lindsay, J. L. Faucett, Jas. 
Brown, James Wardell, Wm. H. Wakeman, 
Charles Brown, James ID). Leeds, J. R. Park- 
er and Ringrose J. Watson. 

Tie meeting was called to order by Col. 
Morrison who stated that he had taken the 
liberty last evening on receiving the intelli- 
gence of Gen. Shields’ death to call the pres- 
ent assentblage of veterans. The death of 
Gen. Shields was a painful biow not only to 
the veterans who had shed their blood with 
him but to the United States 
at large. Col. Morrison delivered an address 
of ten minutes’ duration, which was a fit 
tribute to the memory of the dead hero, and 
closed the panegvrie by saying that General 
Shields was a man of honest and patriotic in- 
tegrity, and, though he had often occupied 
high places of public trust, his hands had 
never been contaminated, as others had, with 
a dishonest dollar. 

Capt. Spore was appointed secretary, and 
the meeting was announced open. 

Gen. Frost moved that a committee of five 
be appointed by the Chair to attendthe obse- 
quies of Gen. Shields, wherever and when- 


ever they should be held. 
Maj. Gilson moved to amend the motion by 


adding that the committee should consist of | 


St. Louis vetrans. 


The motion as amended was 
unanimously carried, and Col. 
appointed as that committee 
D. M. Frost, Maj. J. C. 
W. Gilson, Col. Geo. Knapp and Col. 
R. Easton. 

On motion of Col. Hoy, Col.. Morrison was 
made chairman of the committee. 

On motion of Maj. Gilson a committee 
of three were appointed to draft a series of 
resolutions of respect te the memory of Gen. 
Shields, the resolutions to be drafted by the 
next meeting. 

Col. Morrison selected for that comm ttee 
E. J. Ferguson, A. Pearson and Maj. 
Gilson, and at the request of the latter added 
the name of Capt. Spore. 

An adjournment was then made until next 
Monday evening at 7:30 o’clock, when the 
veterans will hold a special meeting at room 
No. 1 of the Court-house, on which occasion 
the resolutions will be received.

A DRUMMER’S CONTRACT.
